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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has added 3 additional claims but has not cancelled any of the finally rejected claims. Further, 
applicant has added an additional independent claim which would require further consideration by the Examiner. Finally, the addition of the 
claims does not simply matters for appeal. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the 112 2nd 
rejection have been considered and are persuasive. Applicant argues on page 7 that the collars are not inverted. In response to applicant's 
argument, the Examiner disagrees, as the claim calls for the collars to be inverted to "in a relation to the line of extension." a line has two 
extensions, the collar in Dey is inverted to a line of extension of the tubes. The Examiner suggests adding language to the claim which 
defines precisely what the line of extension is relative to physical structure. Therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the 
rejection is maintained. In response to applicant's argument (page 7) that tubes do not maintain the tank foot in place, the Examiner 
disagrees. The combination of the collar and tubes of Dey maintain the tank foot in place. It is noted that the claim does not say that the 
tube must physically contact the tank foot. Therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the rejection is maintained . 
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
